U. S. ARMY TO PUT 
ON BIG AIR SHOW | 
WITH 244 PLANES 


3000 Officers and Men to 
Take Part in California Ma- 
neuvers Next Month.

WASHINGTON, April 9. — The 
Army ordered today concentration 
of virtually the entiré general head- 
quarters air force in California be- 
ginning May 1 for a month of ma- 
neuvers. 

About 3000 officers and enlisted 
men and 244 fighting airplanes will 
participate. The planes will be 
based at the army’s field at March 
Field, Riverside, Cal., — 
ee San ö 


mander of the headquarters air 
force, will be in direct command. 

Beginning May 1, planes and men 
will take off from various sections 
in the United States for speed dashes 
to Pacific coast concentration 
points, the rapidity with which 
widely separated units can reach 
a given destination being one of the 
main probl of the maneuvers. 

After all ships are concentrated, 
daily maneuvers, involving actual 
offensive and defensive battle prac- 
tice will be held by bombardment, 
pursuit, and attack squadrons. 
Units from Langley Field, Va., 
Barksdale Field, La., and Selfridge 
Field, Mich., will participate with 
GHQ wings already stationed on 
the Pacific coast. 

The entire personnel of the first 
pursuit group at Selfridge Field will 
be ferried in 15 large army trans- 
port planes to the operating air- 
drome at Muroc Lake, Cal. Stops 
are to be made at Muskogee, Ok., 
Amarillo, Tex., Winslow, Ariz., and 
Albuquerque, N. M.

him of 251 votes, or a net gain for 
Nolte of 74 votes. 

The Election Board took the un- 
usual step of opening the ballot 
box after examination of the poll 
book showed 414 voters of the pre- 
cinct had voted, but the tally sheet 
listed 536 votes for the two major 
candidates for Comptroller, an ob- 
vious error. 

Chairman William H. Woodward 
of the Election Board told the 
judges and clerks of the precinct, 
who were present at the recount 
with Nolte and his counsel, William

that apparently an unintentional 
mistake had been made, but he felt 


required to make a routine report 


of it to the Circuit Attorney.. The 
election. officials could offer no ex- 
planation of the. error. 

Woodward also warned them ‘of 
the sériousness of such errors in 
tallying the vote, pointing out that 
a change of only a small number of 


votes in each of the city’s 718 poll- 


ing places might easily change the 
result of an election, particularly in 
the case of a candidate, like Nolte, 
who won by only a 5600 plurality. 


He also pointed out that a change 


of 70 cotes a precinct in the contest 
for Mayor. would have reversed the 
48,000 plurality by whieh Mayor 
Dickmann was re-elected.

litical party.

March 31 without. explanation, ap- 
parently had the effect of settling

The Supreme: Court’s opinion, in 
a test of the 1933 bipartisan school 
board law brought by Dr. Paul W. 
Preisler, was written by Judge C. 
A. Leedy Jr. and concurred in by 
all members of the Court en banc, 
except Judge James M. Douglas, 
not a member when the case was 
heard. 

Section 9574 of the St. Louis 
school board law, as amended by 
the Legislature in 1933, requiring 
that. six members must belong to 
the political party polling the high- 
est number of votes for Governor 
“at the last general election” and 
that the other six members must 
belong to the party with the next 
highest vote for Governor, was 
knocked -out by the opinion. 

The,court, however, held that sec- 
tion of the amended ‘statute, 
providing that not more than six 
members of the board might belong 
to one party, was not objectionable 


and sustained it. 


Violation of Constitution. 
Restriction of membership to the 
two major partiés violated the guar- 
antee of the State Constitution that 
all elections shall be “free and 
open,” the Court declared.

TORONTO, Aprfl 9. — (Canadian 
Press) — Premier Mitchell Hepburn 
of Ontario said last night “if neces- 
gary we'll raise an army” to prevent 
the John L. Lewis Committee for 


Industrial Organization from domi- 
nating Ontario industries and to 
halt the spread of the Oshawa Gen- 


eral Motors strike. 

Every effort, the Permier said, 
would be made to stop invasion by 
“agitators” from the United States 
of Ontario automobile, mining and 
timber industries. 

“We know what these agitators 
are up to,” Hepburn declared. “We 
were advised only a few hours ago 
that they are working their way 
into the lumber camps, the pulp 
mills and our mines. 

Well, that has got to stop—and 
we are going to stop it. If neces- 
sary we'll raise an army to do.so.” 

Hepburn declared today General 
Motors “will get all the protection 
from this Government that they re- 
quire” in shipping automobile parts 
from their Oshawa plant. 

“Repair parts will have to be 
moved tomorrow or the next day,” 
said the Premier. “That is when 
the showdown will come.” 

Hepburn said an aide advised him 
that union leaders had threatened 
they would prevent moving of parts 
from the factory. 

“That, of course, would be illegal,” 
the Premier asserted. 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
were ordered on strike duty. Some 
300 constables from the Ontario 
provincial police were massed with 
the “mounties” in the Toronto area 
under command of Staff Inspector 
KE. T. Doyle. A detachment of 60 
mounted police was ordered in from 
Ottawa, and Superintendent Fred 
Fieteher, their immediate Command- 
er, said he expected his forces to 
be swelled by an additional detail 
of 50 men. 

Union Men Wire Protest. 

Officers of the International Un- 
ion, United Automobile Workers of 
American, a CI O affiliate, protest- 
ed against the calling in of police 
reserves and declared that perfect 

‘order was being maintained by the 
3700 workers who struck suddenly 
at the Oshawa plants of General 
Motors of Canada, Ltd., yesterday 
after negotiations looking to union 
recognition had collapsed. Later 
the company closed its Windsor 
plant, affecting 500 other workers. 
A hundred pickets were stationed 
at the Oshawa plant today. 

The union officers telegraphed 
members of Parliament, “We are 
maintaining perfect discipline here,” 
and urged parliamentary action be 
taken. 

A union meeting was called for 
tonight at the McKinnon Indus- 
tries plant, a General Motorg sub- 
sidiary at St. Catharines, Ont., for 
a vote on whether employes there 
should join the strike. The plant 
employs 1700 men. 

Earlier last night, Hepburn had 
charged that organizers for the 
Lewis committee had “brought the 
United States almost into the state 
of anarchy” by a series of strikes, 
and said that Ontario would per- 
mit no similar situation to develop 
from the strike at Oshawa.

“As far as we are concerned,” he 
told his followers, “this battle has 
just begun, but there will be no 

more mob rule.” 

Meanwhile, representatives of the 
strikers, the corporation, and the 
Federal and State Departments 
of Labor resumed negotiations for 
settlement of the strike called a 
week ago today over the union's 
protest that the corporation failed 
to live up to an agreement guaran- 
teeing seniority rights. 

William F. K. Murrie, president 
of the corporation, said the plant 
was operating today with a force 
90 per cent of normal. The plant 
employs nearly 3000 men and wom- 
en. 

Strikers met last night in near- 
by Swatara. Miles Sweeney, C I O 
organizer, said it was a “pep meet- 
ing” to prepare for further picket- 
ing of the factory. He urged the 
strikers. not to permit any of their 
fellows to sign the loyalty pledge 
cards he said were being distrib- 
uted by the company. Many non- 
strikers signed these cards at a 
mass meeting yesterday. 

Ralph M. Bashore, Secretary of 
Labor and Industry, announced yes- 
terday after a conference with 
Hershey officers that the company 
agreed to resume negotiations.

DETROIT, April 9—The United 
States was without a major auto- 
motive strike today for the first 
time since’ Nov. 18. : 

Settlement of the Hudson Motor 
Car Co. strike last night brought an 
end to a series of tieups in the 
industry during the last five months 
that halted operations of four auto- 
mobile producers, as well as many 
parts suppliers,.and affected ap- 
. proximately 225,000 workers at vari- 
ous times. 

“Our serious trouble in the motor 
industry is ended,” said Gov, Frank 
Murphy in announcing the signing 
of the Hudson agreement in his of- 
fice at Lansing. 

Terms Similar to Chrysler Accord. 

The terms, except for a rew 
minor alterations, were the same 
as those which started 65,000 em- 
ployes of the Chrysler Corporatior 
back to work. The 11,000 workers 
of Hudson’s Detroit plants have 
been idle since March 8, the day 
strikes started in the Detroit 
Chrysler factories and the Reo 
Motor Car plant at Lansing. 

The Chrysler strike settlement 
was signed Tuesday; the Reo com- 
pact, also patterned after the 
Chrysler accord, Wednesday. Reo 
workers paraded out of their plant 
last night. „ 

A truce in the 44-day General 
Motors strike on Feb. 11 sent back 
to work 135,000 of that corpora- 
tion’s employes and additional 
thousands on payrolis of dependent 
concerns. The General Motors 
final agreement wus reached March 
12. 

This week's three strike settle- 
ments opened the way for 2200 Reo 
workers, the Chrysler and Hudson 
employes and those of several 
parts manufacturers to return to 
work.

THERMOID EMPLOYES QUIT 
SIT-DOWN FOR PICKETING 


Production at Trenton, N. J. Plant 
Which Employs 1000 Is at 
Standstill. 


By the Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 9.—Sit- 
down was abandoned in favor of 
organized picketing today by strik- 
ing members of the United Rubber 
Workers df America who surround- 
ed the factory of the Thermoid 
Company in Hamilton township. 

Production at the plant, which 
employs 1000 persons in the manu- 
facture of brake lining and 
mechanical rubber goods, halted 
yesterday morning when most of 
the workers walked out. Others 
who “sat down” left the plant early 
last night while company officers 
conferred with union representa- 
tives, . 

The union demanded considera- 
tion of a new wage scale, as well 
as reinstatement of workers it 
charges were dropped for organiza- 
tion activity. At the conference last 
night a company proposal for set- 
tlement was rejected by the strik- 
ers. It called for a wage scale of 55 


for women. An agreement signed 


by the union ‘and the company two 


cents an hour for men and 39 cents 
for women.

The defendants, who fled from 
the city shortly before 68 persons 
were arrested during a series Of 
raids on Jan. 12 and 13 instigated 
by Thomas E. Dewey, special rack- 
ets prosecutor, has been under ar- 
rest in Mexico. D. F., sinee March 
29, when he was “approached by 


Mexican secret police at Dewey's ; 


request. 


During the entire Dewey inves- 


tigation acts of extortion were 
usually set forth as crimes com- 
mitted against reputable business 
men, but in the Pompez indiet- 
ments Dewey has uncovered ex- 
tortion exclusively among the al- 
leged policy racketeers, The first 
indictment charges that on Decem- 
ber 26, 1932, Pompez and others col- 
laborated to extort from established 
small-time racketeers their lucra- 
tive business of running the num- 
bers racket... . 
Crime on Top of Crime. 

A similar weapon is used in the 
second indictment, -which charges 
that Pompez again committed ex- 
tortion when his syndicate reduced 
the commission percentage on col- 
lections received from controllers 
from 30 per cent to 25 per cent. 
Since controllers already were. pay- 
ing 25 per cent to collectors, this 
move was calculated to put the con- 
trollers out of business. It was 
pointed out that, while this is a 


crime allegedly committed on top 


of another crime, it is still punish- 
able under New York State law. 

It is known that when Pompez 
took over the policy racket in 1932 
he was acting for the late Dutch 
Schultz.

‘Michell, who saddled the winning 
Reigh Count in the Kentucky Der- 
by of 1928, was deprived nationally 
of racing rights pending a hearing. 
That is in accord with one of the 
turf’s oldest laws—that a trainer 
shoulders full responsibility for the 
condition of every horse raced un- 
der his general supervision. 

Michell was expected to request 
an immediate hearing before the 
commission, First offenders in the 
past, especially in cases where there 
was doubt the trainer was aware 
of the tampering, have received sus-. 
pensions of. from 30 days to sev- 
eral months, 

‘Trainer Michell had entered All 
Round, three-year-old maiden from 
the outstanding Chicago stable of 
Mrs. Emil Denemark, in a race 
April 2 at Tropical Park. All Round 
ran wild in the paddock and de- 
layed the start, then finished eighth 
in a field of 12. Inspectors sent 
a saliva specimen to the Central 
Testing Laboratory in New York 
which, the commission announced, 
reported a “positive reaction to 
strychnine.” 

‘Michell, who sent out 92 winners 
last year, 82 of them for Mrs. 
Denemark to earn $121,020, received 
news of the Florida action at Havre

Hapsburg Restoration in Austria 


Unlikely Soon, Says Schuschnigg 


Monarchy’s Return, Now Would Endanger 
Peace, Chancellor States—Little 


Entente Opposed to It.

VIENNA, April 9. — Chancellor 
Kurt von Schuschnigg told the As- 
sociated Press last night restora- 
tion of the Hapsburg monarchy 
will have to wait for many years. 

Austria cherishes peace above all 
else, he said, and it has no desire 
to undertake anything like restora- 
tion of the house which once ruled 
the Austro-Hungarian empire if 
there was a possibility peace would 
be jeopardized. 

(The Little Entente nations. of 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and Ru- 
mania, parts of which were included 
in the Austro-Hungarian empire up 
to the end of the World War, long 
ago expressed open opposition to 
restoration of the monarchy in 
Austria. Archduke Otto, 25-year- 
old exile who lives with his mother, 
Ex-Empress Zita, in Steenock- 
Erzeel Castle in Belgium, is heir 
apparent to the non-existent Aus- 
trian throne.) , 

Awaits Safe Time for Recall. 

The. present Austrian Govern- 
ment, Schuschnigg said, will not 
think of recalling Archduke Otto 
until the world is safe for such a 
development in the Danubian Val- 
ley. Under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, he said, that will. be 
many years. 

“I do not expect our work in 
building up this state,” the Chancel-

So restoration is a 
matter which can wait; it may 
have to wait a number of years. 

“First, a majority of Austrians 
will have to be convinced that 
restoration is desirable. 

“Furthermore, I say openly and 
freely that if I have any control 
over the destinies of Austria at 
this uncertain date when restora- 
tion may be feasible it will not be 
attempted if there is the least pos- 
sibility of jeopardizing peace.” 
Not Alarmed Over Rearmament. 
lor of a relatively weak nation in 
Europe; said he was optimistic over 
the prospects of preserving peace 
and unalarmed by rearmament. 

“Rearmament of nations is not 
necessarily a prelude to war,” he 
said. “I believe the rearmament 
fever will abate in a year or two 
when supremacy in the field of 
armament will have been obtained 
by the richest. 

“The poorer nations will have to 
quit rearming; then the states will 
be ready to consider disarmament, 

J guspect that, with the excep- 
tion of one or two Powers, the 
height of rearmament activity has 
been reached.

At 
any rate, the way is being prepared 
for disarmament. 

“But it should not be contended 
that armaments are all bad. The 
making of arms lifted industry 
from the economic crisis and gave 
the world the impulse which started 
it on the way to recovery.” 

Works at Dollfuss Desk. 

Schuschnigg, who works at the 
desk of the late Chancellor Engel- 
bert Dollfuss next to the 
where Dollfuss died in a Nazi coup 
in 1934, said he was not concerned 
by the possibility of any internal 
disturbance in Austria.

DOHENY ESTATE OFFERS U. S. 
$3,100,000 10 SETTLE: CLAIM 


Would Also Relinquish Parcels of 
Oil Land to Fulfill Elk 
Hill Judgment. 


By thé Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, April 9.—A pro- 
posed $3,100,000 cash settlement of 
governmental claims against the E. 
L. Doheny estate awaited the ap- 
proval today of Federal officials. 

The amount, together with the 
relinquishment of title to two par- 
cels of oil land in Kern County, was 
offered by the administrators of 
the estate. The compromise plan 
was approved yesterday by Superior 
Judge Emmet Craig and awaits 
similar action or rejection by the 
United States Attorney-General and 
the Federal District Court here. 

Prior to the time the Pan-Amer- 
ican Oil Oo., of which Doheny was 
the head, went into receivership, 
the Federal Government had ob- 
tained judgment against it for $9,- 
000,000 for oil taken from the Elk 
Hills land. It was alleged that Do- 
heny and the company got title 
through a conspiracy with Albert 
B. Fall, then Secretary of Interior 
in the Harding Cabinet. 


Of the $9,000,000, nearly $6,000,000 | 


was paid. When the company went 
into receivership, the Government 
sued Doheny for the balance, and 
after he died, sued his estate. The 
total claim of $5,188,721, which in- 
cludes interest, the estate proposes 
to settle for $3,000,000.

AMERICAN BAR HEAD 
ASSAILS COURT PLAN 


F. M. Stinchfield Calls Roose- 
velt Scheme Shift to Legis- 
lative Government.

MINNEAPOLIS, April 9.—Fred- 
erick M. Stinchfield, president of 
the American Bar Association, said 
today adoption of President Roose- 
velt’s Supreme Court plan “would 
mean a change to a legislative from 
a constitutional form of govern- 
ment.” 

Stinchfield's statement, along with 
those of several other lawyers, ap- 
peared in the April issue of the 
American Bar Association Journal. 
A month ago a poll disclosed the 
association’s membership voted 
against the President’s proposal by 
a ratio of six to one, . 

“Everyone knows,” Stinchfield 
said, “that it is not the function of 
the Court to pass on the wisdom 
or unwisdom of legislative acts and 
it has repeatedly stated that its de- 
cisions are not on this basis. 

“But the President seems to con- 
ceive any opinion declaring a part 
of his program unconstitutional as 
directed against ‘the judgment of 
the Congress .on its legislative 
policy,’ rather than as a decision on 
whether such act is. within, the 
powers granted to Congress by the 
Constitution. 

Would Change Form. 

“Can there be much doubt that 
what the President is really saying 
is that we should change to a legis- 
lative form of government? The 
President is not satisfied with the 
slow processes incident to proced- 
ure under the checks of the Consti- 
tution.” 

George Wharton Pepper of Phila- 
delphia discussed the rights of mi- 
nority groups in the light of the 
proposal. He said one of the most 
dangerous consequences of accept- 
ing the President’s plan would be 
the effect on such minorities of 
lodging with the executive the 
power to undermine the importance 
of the Court. — 

George G. Bogart, professor of 
law at the University of Chicago, 
expressed fear “that the plan might 
endanger the Court’s impartiality.” 

William J. Donovan of the New 
York bar asked if the Supreme 
Court had met the test during his- 
tory as a barrier “against the exac- 
tions and despotisms of arbitrary 
power,” and if it had upheld “se- 
curity for the rights of life, liberty 
and property.” 

Court “Alert and Courageous.” 

“An examination of those cases 


or of any minority groups have 
been infringed by governmental ac- 
tion demonstrates,” he said, “that 
the Supreme Court has been alert 
and courageous in eurbing the abuse 
of power and in intervening for the 
protection of the ressed.“

ROME, April 9.—Soviet Russian 
arms shipments to Spanish loyal- 
ists since international non-inter- 
vention went into force on Feb. 20 
have reached alarming proportions, 
and the Soviet authorities are pre- 
paring to send a great air armada 
and a fleet of naval vessels from 
the Black Sea to aid the loyalists, 
Virginio Gayda, press spokesman 
for Premier Benito Mussolini, 
charged today in II Giornale 
d'Italia. 

These alarmist statements, follow- 
ing Gayda's charges yesterday that 
France was guilty of similar co- 
operation with the Spanish Repub- 
licans, were given further meaning 
by a petty incident today. A foot- 
ball game scheduled to be played 
between Italian and French teams 
at Paris was canceled Sunday. 

Italy had demanded assurance of 
sufficient police protection in Paris 
to prevent the possibility of the 
Italian team’s being hissed, as it 
was recently in Vienna. The French 


did not give an assurance, and the 


Italian press office immediately 
seized on the incident as material 
for its anti-democratic campaign. 
Says French Are Helping, Too. 
Gayda yesterday charged that of- 
ficers of the French general staff 
were preparing the strategy and 
taking over command of the Span- 


that French staff officers were re- 
sponsible for the recent defeat at 
Guadalajara of the “Italian Army 
of Volunteers.” 

In his article today Gayda assert- 
ed that Russia alone had shipped 
to Loyalist Spain since Feb. 20, 
295 cannon of various calibers, 220 
tanks and 39 airplanes. Moreover, 
he said, the Soviet authorities had 
assembled in Asia Minor a fleet of 
155 bombing planes which, with 
their pilots and ‘crews, were ready 
to go immediately to Spain to as- 
sist the Loyalists in their first ma- 
jor offensive, now being prepared. 

Finally, the Fascist spokesman 
charged, Russia was sending two 
light cruisers, six submarines and 
several destroyers from the Black 
Sea to Spanish waters, where, he 
assumed, they would co-operate 
with the Spanish Republican fleet.

We were permitted to enter the plant 
after duly impressive formalities, I liked 
to fancy that the policemen standing 
alongside the building looked upon us en- 
viously when we were permitted to enter 
the door that was barricaded against 
them. 

I think I have not often had two more 
interesting hours than I spent with the 
sit-downers in this factory. For one thing, 
I had not been inside a factory of any 
kind since I was a boy.

I have had some little experience 
with laboring people, a social class to 
which I have belonged for a good many 
years. They don't fool me easily. This 
man was simple and honest, as well as 
intelligent, if I am any judge. He had 
worked in the Emerson plant for 21 years, 
he said. Naturally, I had many ques- 
tions to ask. 

His answers to some of my questions 
rather bolstered up my self-esteem, I 
had thought that down here in the cotton 
country we paid about as low wages as 
could be paid and call them wages at all. 
But he gave me information about actual 
industrial wage payments that leads me 
to suspect that we are being over-generous 
with our cotton workers and that they 
may go soft on us of luxurious living if 
we don’t look out. 

I was curious to know if the sit-down- 
ers were thinking at all along Socialist 
lines. Such things will happen some- 
times, and the fact that they sit down 
suggests they may feel a vague proprie- 
tary interest in their jobs and the tools 
they work with. But I was reassured.

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BENEDETTO CROCE SPEAKS. 

As the first of a series on the future of democ- 
racy, the current New Republic has an article by 
Benedetto Croce, distinguished Italian philosopher, 
historian and critic, part of which is reprinted on this 
page today. As a flaming defense of democracy and 
a bitter attack of authoritarianism, it is a valuable 
document in thd world-wide “war of ideas.” When 
the background of article and writer is considered, it 
is seen to be far more than that. 

Croce, now 71, is Italy’s dean of letters and learn- 
ing. He is a revered figure abroad, a national idol 
at home. When Fascism came to Italy in 1922, he 
neither conformed nor fled into exile, as did other 
scholars. He remained in Naples, taking no active 
part in public affairs and tolerated by the Govern- 
ment. His present testimony, by reason of his in- 
tellectual grasp and his presence as an eye-witness 
to the workings of Fascism, therefore is of particular 
significance. . 99 

It took deep conviction and great intellectual cour- 
age for Croce to speak out as he does. Whether his 
frankness will have a cost, in the form of Fascist 
reprisals, remaing to be seen. But he takes that 
known risk to add his voice to those of liberty’s de-

TOWARD BETTER PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Hast St. Louis and the adjacent townships of Stites, 
Canteen and Centerville have taken a wise step in 
voting to co-ordinate their public health services in 
one district. The territory thus joined, with its near- 
ly 160,000 people, is an industrial unit, with common 
health problems. Township lines, which were out- 
moded decades ago, are no barrier to contagious dis- 
ease. If one or more parts of the area are lack- 
ing in elementary sanitation, the bad effects are not 
held back from the others by imaginary boundaries. 

The health survey of the new district, which the 
United States Public Health Service will make will 
be a milestone in the public health work of the East 
St. Louis area. Vital facts which can now be only 
guessed at will become available for use and the for- 
mulation of an improvement program. The 30 civic 
and business organizations whose members carried on 
an educational campaign in the weeks leading up to 
the election are to be commended on their accom- 


plishment. 


THE WORLD TEXTILE CONFERENCE. | 

Few other industries partake of so broad an inter- 
national character as textile manufacture. Both raw. 
and finished materials are important items of ex- 
port and import. Formerly a virtual monopoly of 
Great Britain and New England, large-scale manufac- 
ture has been taken up by more than a score of other 
countries since the World War. Keen international 
competition has developed, and domestic legislation 
has failed to cure the ills of this “sick industry.” 

It is only logical, therefore, to seek by joint in- 
ternational action a solution for the industry’s press- 
ing problems; The World Textile Conference, now 
meeting in Washington, with delegates from 24 coun- 
tries, is the first effort of its kind. Employers, em- 
ployes and governments are represented at the con- 
ference, being held under the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization of Geneva. 

The major issue at the conference is the effort to 
stabilize textile production by agreement on a 40- 
hour week for the 14,000,000 workers in all countries. 
Hours of work in cotton textile mills now vary from 
38.9 in the United States to 50 or 60 in the Orient. 
An agreement of this sort, its advocates say, would 
bring about that “leveling up of. labor standards in 
all countries” which Secretary Perkins urged in her 
address to the meeting as essential to stabilize the. 
industry. 

The results of past international conferences have 
not been such as to inspire optimism for the textile 
meeting. It is encouraging, nevertheless, to see such 
an effort being made, to see nationalism giving way 
to an international viewpoint. A growing sense. of 
world-wid@ interdependence must in time open the 
way for a removal of trade barriers and international 
agreement on industrial conditions.

MONG the insults today offered to lib- 

erty, none seems to me more gross than 

that implied in the question whether the 
liberal system is to be preferred to the 
authoritarian system. 

The choice between liberty and suppres- 
sion of liberty is not on the same plane as a 
choice between things of different values, 
one of which may reasonably be preferred 
to the other—the first means human dignity 
and civilization, the second the debasing 
of men until they are either a flock to be 
led to pasture, or captured, trained animals 
in a cage. 

Coming to our own times, I see the future 
that liberty promises always as a beacon; I 
do not see any light in the future promised 
by authoritarianism. In the past, under the 
forms of theocracy, of monarchy or of oli- 
garchy, authority had at least a background 
of religious mystery. Modern humanistic 
thought has dissipated the mystery, replac- 
ing it by simple humanitarian ideals. 

But authoritarianism in our times, in those 
we see looming ahead, is irreligious and ma- 
terialistic, despite its pretenses and rhetoric, 
and comes down to a brutal rule of violence 
over people who are prevented from seeing’ 
and knowing what is going on, and who are 
forced to submit to leadership and give un- 
questioning obedience to it. 

To lend glamour to this obedience by as-

And this, 
too, he can have, if he considers that, under 
the present conditions of the world, the 
reserve of intellectual and moral force is 
still enormous, and that civil liberties have 
been preserved in great and powerful na- 
tions.

Then all the 
steel and copper producers of the 
world were looking for (uyers. 
Good fat orders from the P W A, 
especially with the tariff to exclude 
foreign producers, would have em- 
ployed a lot of men here and used 
a lot of materials, and this increased 
income would have done a good 
deal of pump-priming where it was 
needed. But today, the demand for 
steel, and I suppose, for copper, is 
world-wide and insistently greater 
than the supply. Merely to stop 
priming these particular industries 
can have no practical effect. 


The indirect effect of the Presi- 
dent's policy is, however, of consid- 
erable importance. For by making 
a loud noise about the copper mag- 
nates and the steel industry, the 
administration is covering its re- 
treat from a big public works pro- 
gram. This is important. 

In view of the conditions which 
Mr. Eccles described to the coun- 
try, some way had to be found by 
which Mr. Wagner’s housing bill, 
the projects for a series of T V A’s 
on all the great rivers, the Florida 
ship canal and other great and ex- 
pensive public works, could be kept 
in what the President called “the 
blueprint stage.“ 

He had to knock them on the 
head withséut hurting too much the 
feelings of his own supporters. And 
gince it is not politically expedient 
any longer to do anything directly, 
Mr. Roosevelt slapped big business 
on the wrist as a device for con- 
vincing Mr. Wagner and others 
that, though he cannot give them 
the money, his own heart is still in 
the right place. 

This ingenious political maneuver 
may at least make it possible for 
the administration to keep Congress 
from unbalancing the budget even 
more than it is now unbalanced. 
The big additional public works 
plans are not to be started just 
now if he administration can pre- 
vent it. This is a sound decision. 
For the time to undertake big pub- 
lic works is on the downward slope 
of the business cycle, and the. time 
to make blueprints is on the up- 
ward slope. 


But we must not deceive ourselves 
into thinking that the threatened 
inflation is checked by not under- 
taking the big public works which 
Congress would like to vote for. All 
that does is to protect us from put- 
ting additional fuel on a fire that 
is already well supplied. 

An inflation exists when people 
are trying to spend more than they 


have produced. If I grow a melon} 


and eat it, there is no inflation. But 
if three unexpected guests arrive 
with their mouths watering, and if 
I have to divide that same one 
melon among the four of us, then 
there is inflation. My income from 
the melon is now one-quarter of 
what it was. Although the world 
economy is much more complicated 
than this, the melon illustrates 
what is going on. 

If we look at this country and 
the world as a whole, we see a 
large number of persons producing 
melons. But we see also a large 
number of persons who are not pro- 
ducing melons but have legal ten- 
der in their pockets entitling them 
to share in the melons that are be- 
ing produced. These persons get 
this legal tender by digging gold 
out of the ground, which is prompt- 
ly buried again by using the print- 
ing press, and by having the banks 
Write figures in books. 


All the principal governments, 
our own among the leaders, 
manufacturing this artificial pur- 
chasing power, and the reason we 
are threatened with a world- 
inflation is that the manufactured 
purchasing power is being created 
faster than real goods that people 
eat, drink and use.

In 
an economic sense, they are all 
doing exactly the same thing, and 
the apparent differences are due 
to political bookkeeping. 


All governments are spending 


schools, on the dependent, and all 
of them are borrowing to do it. But 
in some countries, the people like 
it better if they are told that the 
borrowing is done for the national 
defense and in others they like it 
better when they are told that it 
is done for social services. 


We, for example, like to say that 
our inflationary deficit is due to 
the unemployed, and so our budget 
is set up that way. The French and 
British and Germans prefer to say 
that their deficits are due to their 
military needs. So their budgets 
are set up that way. 

But if it were thought politically 
expedient, Daniel Bell of the Treas- 
ury could in an afternoon make 
our budget demonstrate by what 
might be called selective bookkeep- 
ing that the deficit is not due to 
recovery and relief but to wars 
past, present and future. And with 
equal ease, Leon Blum could pro- 
duce a French budget showing that 
it is not national defense but so- 
cial services which are unbalanc- 
ing the budget. 

What this means is that a deficit 
financed by inflationary money is 
an inflationary deficit whether you 
spend it on armaments, the un- 
employed or on the joy of burying 
gold in Washington that has just 
been mined in South Africa,

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ACT PASSED. BY LEGISLATURE 


Gov. La Follette Regarded As Cer- 
tain to — Measure He 
Sponsored. 


By the Associated Press. 
MADISON, W., ‘April’ O The 
Wisconsin Legislature approved 
yesterday a labor disputes bill mod- 
eled after the Wagner act and giv- 
ing organized labor new powers in 
its fight for collective bargaining.

North’s first bid was correct un- 
der the preparedness principle. 


Starting with a club would permit 
a rebid at the one level. Over 
South's response of one heart North 
correctly showed his spade suit but, 
when South confirmed this suit by 
means of a jump, North should 
not have looked for greener fields. 
He knew that South knew the spade 
suit to be only four long, since it 
was shown secondarily, and South, 
therefore, would not offer such 


strong support on less than four 
trumps. That being true, why 
should North seek a better con- 
tract than sbades? If North had 
felt that his hand was not strong 
enough to play for ten tricks, and 
had decided to investigate no trump 
possibilities by answering three 
spades with three no trump, he 
could not be criticised, but the fact 
that he engaged for ten tricks with 
his four heart bid robs him of any 
alibi whatsoever. 


Certainly hearts could not be an 
improvement on spades, even if 
South held a five card heart suit. 
When the four heart bid got back 
to South the latter could read it in 
only one of two possible ways: 
First, that it was a slam-try or, sec- 
ond, that North’s spade bid had 
been psychic and that, despite 
South's double raise, he was unwill- 
ing to play at a spade contract. 
Whichever of these was North's 
reason, South correctly decided to 
pass. He already had shaded his 
values slightly and was not inter- 
ested in the slam and, secondly, if 
North's spade bid were psychic it 
would be fatal to return to four 
spades.

Inside Body 
By Surgeons 

Such Accidents Occur Rare- 
Because of Careful 

By Dr. M. S. Seelig 


OR no other single aceident has 
the surgeon been so frequently, 
pilloried and lampooned as for 
the inadvertent leaving of gauze 
sponges or pads or small instru- 
ments in the patient’s abdomen. 
Every one will concede that such 
a thing should never happen. And 
yet, it does happen once in a while, 
even to the most competent sur- 
geons, in spite of the almost super- 
human. precautions that have been 
evolved to protect against it. 

And why does this accident hap- 
pen to reputable, competent and 
careful surgeons? The instruments 
and gauze pads used in surgical 
operations are, in every well regu- 
lated operating room, prepared 
somewhat after this fashion: Be- 
fore the gauze pads are sterilized, 
they are carefully counted and 
wrapped up in a muslin container 
labelled with the number of pads 
therein contained. When the oper- 
ating room nurse opens the pack- 
age, she counts the number of the 
enclosed pads to see if it checks 
with the number labeled on the 
wrapper. The wrappers are set to 
one side in order to check later on 
the number of packages used dur- 
ing the operation. As a further 
check, every gauze pad that is to 
be used within the abdomen, has a 
long piece of tape sewed to it. To 
the free end of this tape a heavy 
clamp ig attached so that clamp 
and tape will always hang outside 
the abdomen. As the surgeon, dur- 
ing the course of the operation, dis- 
cards soiled and bloody pads, a 
nurse picks them up and hangs 
each pad on a separate hook on a 
hook-rack provided for that pure 
pose. Then, when the operator is 
ready to close up the abdominal 
wound, he asks for a sponge count,

This 
seems to be the safest check de 
visable. 

But again you ask, “How then 
can things be lost?” A categorical 
answer cannot be furnished. I know 
this—that I was once unfortunate 
enough to leave a small gauze 
sponge in the abdomen of a pa- 
tient. The story is too long to re- 
count here. It will suffice:to say 
that, after the accident, I spent 
many hours in the Garden of Geth- 
semane, going over every minute 
detail of the occurrence, and I 
could not, for the life of me, figure 
out how, under exactly similar eir- 
cumstances, I could avoid a similar 
pitfall. 

The law of the land seems to 
take a very generous and common 
sense view of the matter, for it 
lays on the surgeon only the bur- 
den of using the skill and caution 
such as meets the surgical stand- 
ard of the community in which he 
practices. All that I can say is that 
I know that in the practice of com- 
petent surgeons the accident oc- 
curs very rarely. That it does oc- 
cur on rare occasion, can only be 
attributed to the eternal fallibility 
of fallible man plus the cursedly 
animate perversity of such inani- 
mate objects as gauze pads and 
surgical instruments.
